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THE  WAR  IN  BRIEF 


AMERICA'S  ENTRY 


On    June    28th.     1914.    the    Austrian    heir-apparent    Archduke    Francis 

complicity  in  the  crime  and  alleging  that  the  anti-Austrian  machinations 
of  Serbian  patriots  menaced  the  integrity  of  the  Hapsburg  Empire,  Austria- 
Hungary  on  July  23rd.  19  14.  delivered  an  ultimatum  containing  demands 
with  which  the  Serbian  government  would  only  partially  comply.  Despite 
the  diplomatic  remonstrances  of  other  Powers.  Austria-Hungary  refused  to 
submit  the  matter  to  peaceful  arbitration,  and  declared  war  on  Serbia  on 
July  26th,  1914.  The  Russian  government,  frankly  sympathetic  with 
Serbia,  ordered  the  mobilization  of  the  Russian  army  and  declined  to 
countermand  the  order,  whereupon  the  German  government  declared 
war  against  Russia  August  1st.  1914.  Two  days  later,  Germany 
declared  war  against  Russia's  ally.  France.  Preparatory  to  the  invasion  of 
France,  German  troops  had  already  occupied  the  neutral  duchy  of  Luxem- 
burg. August  2nd.  1914.  and  begun  to  invade  Belgium  August  4th.  19  14, 
notwithstanding  Belgian  opposition.  The  British  government  construed  the 
German  violation  of  Belgian  neutrality  as  a  casus  belli  and  declared  war 
against  Germany  August  4th.  1914.  Serbia  and  the  ■Allies,"  cr  Entente 
Powers — Russia.  France  and  Great  Britain — were  subsequently  joined  by 
Montenegro.  (August  7th.  1914);  Japan  (August  23rd.  1914);  Italy  (May 
2  3rd.    1915);  Portugal   (March    9th.     19 1 6),    and    Roumania    (August    2  7th. 

1916).      The  Teutonic  or  Central  Powers Austria-Hungary  and  Germany— 

on  the  other  hand,  while  they  failed  to  receive  the  support  of  their  former 
confederate — Italy,  succeeded  in  enlisting  the  aid  of  Turkey  (state  of  war 
with   Russia.   October    30th.)    and   Bulgaria    (October    14th,     19  IS). 


war  3gamst  Germany,  the  United  States  had  maintained,  in  all  of  its  inter- 
national policies  toward  every  warring  nation,  a  strict  neutrality.  It  wanted 
nothing  in  the  Balkans.  It  had  no  part  in  the  web  of  clashing  ambitions 
and  mutual  jealousies  out  of  which  the  European  war  arose.  It  went  to  the 
utmost  tolerable  lengths  to  keep  out  of  the  maddest,  gravest,  most  horrible 
conflict  the  world  has  known.  It  detested  such  German  crimes  as  the  viola- 
tion of  Belgium  and  the  sinking  of  the  Lusitania.  It  refused  to  comply  with 
the  emotional  clamor  to  play  the  role  of  armed  avenger,  exercising  a  patience 
and   forbearance  without   parallel   in   history.      It   endeavored    to    gain   an   en- 

enabie  it  to  advance  the  ideal  of  world  peace. 

The  German  policy  of  unrestricted  submarine  warfare  (contrary  to  all 
principles  of  humanity)  against  all  nations,  neutrals  included,  left  no  alter- 
native for  America.  Its  hitherto  peaceful  attitude  was  misinterpreted,  laughed 
at  and  maligned.  Germany  filled  this  country  with  spies,  and  its  hirelings 
spread  propaganda  of  the  most  violent  nature.  Our  civil  and  criminal  laws 
were  flagrantly  violated,  and  internal  dissensions  of  most  serious  nature  were 
created. 

No  sacrifice  is  too  great  where  the  principles  of  honor  and  justice 
are  at  stake.      Amerca  unhesitatingly  accepted   the  veiled   challenge,   desiring 

this  war  to  the  end,  secure  in  the  knowledge  that  victory  will  bring  to  its 
own    peoples — and    to    those    for   whim    it    fights — a   sure   and    lasting    peace. 


EXCERPTS  FROM  PRESIDENT  WILSON'S  WAR  MESSAGE. 

(Read  to  a  joint  session  of  Congress  on  the  night  of  Monday  April  2nd,  1917) 


American  lives  taken,  in  ways  in  which  it  has  stirred  us  very  deeply  to  learn 
of,  but  the  ships  and  people  of  other  neutral  and  friendly  nations  have  been 
sunk  and  overwhelmed  in  the  waters  in  the  same  way.  There  has  been  no 
discrimination.      The  challenge  is  to  all   mankind.      Each   nation  must  decide 

made  with  a  moderation  of  counsel  and  a  temperateness  of  judgment  befitting 
our  character  and  our  motives  as  a  nation.  We  must  put  excited  feeling 
away.  Our  motive  will  not  be  revenge  or  the  victorious  assertion  of  the 
physical  might  of  the  nation,  but  only  the  vindication  of  right,  of  human 
right,  of  which  we  are  only  a  single  champion 

■■|  am  not  now  thinking  of  the  loss  of  property  involved,  immense  and 
serious  as  that  is.  but  only  of  the  wanton  and  wholesale  destruction  of  the  lives 
of  non-combatants,  men.  women  and  children,  engaged  in  pursuits  which 
have  always,  even  in  the  darkest  periods  of  modern  history,  been  deemed 
innocent  and  legitimate.  Property  can  be  paid  for;  the  lives  of  peaceful 
and  innocent  people  cannot  be.  The  present  German  submarine  warfare 
against   commerce  is  a  warfare  against  mankind. 


"We  have  no  selfish  end  to  serve.  We  desire  no  conquest,  no  dominion. 
We  seek  no  indemnities  for  ourselves,  no  material  compensation  for  the 
sacrifices  we  shall  freelv  make.  We  are  but  one  of  the  champions  of  man- 
kmd.  We  shall  be  satisfied  when  those  rights  have  been  as  secure  as  the 
faith  and   the   freedom  of  the  nations  can   make   them.
